WASHINGTON, July 10 —Flans for the
Faxtenslon, Improvement pnd reduction in
rates of the purcel post wers Announced
today by Postmaster Burleson. The
changos, which mre to become effective
an August 16, Include an increase from
eleven pounds tp twenty pounds in the
maximum welght of parcals; s material
reduction in the postage rates in the first
and second zones and the abandonmant
of the parcel post map as & means of
computing rates and the substitution for
it of a rata chart tndividualized Lo every
postoffics in the United Btates. The
plans contemplate the purchase of &
large number of automobiles to be used
exolusively for tha dellvery of parcel
post malter,

While, for the present, ths maximum
walght limit of twenty pounds and the
peduction In rates will apply only to the
first and second xones, from any given
postoftico—a distance of about 150 milea—
tha changes dirocted today constitute the
first long step towards a universal ex-
tenslon of the system and A gonsral re-
duction in the rates of postage on parcel
post matier.

WARHINGTON, July 19.—8snator Cum-
mins, opening the tariff debate today for
the progresalve republicans, declared that
the republican party loat the confidance
of the people and was “driven from power
largely because It insisted on the main-
tenance of Import dutles, many of which
were unnecessarily and oppressively
high' . 3
